THE PIG AND HIS 
OWNER. 
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WHAT PAYS THE FARMER? 


Discussing in a recent article the more 
cheering outlook which our exports now wear, 
we raised the question as to whether and how 
far the farmer shares in the natural optimism 
which the figures suggest. Since we wrote a 
further compilation has been issued, which, 
while confirming the welcome improvement in 
our outlook, again raised, though ina slightly 
different form, the question we put regarding 
the exporter. It is an interesting fact that 
the figures issued by the Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce for the ten-month period for 
January to October, 1927, show a reduction in 
value for-cattle during this year, up to October 
dist, approximately equal to the improve- 
ment in pigs, bacon and fresh pork. We do 
not suggest that one of these balances the 
other. As a matter of fact, cattle must be 
taken into account along with butter, cream 
and other exports in order to do full justice 
to the cattle and dairying industries as a 
dominating factor in our national economy, It 
is interesting, however, since pigs and pig 
products do balance the export of cattle, to 
consider how the farmer has been affected by 
the increased export of the former. It is a 
fact that the nation has gained. It is not 
so clear that the farmer has gained.

Such comparisons, however, are liable to be 
misleading unless we take account of the 
classifications into which the pigs exported 
are divided, and this would be too compli- 
cated for our present purpose. It would, how- 
ever, appear that the same see-saw which 
characterises other branches of farming 
appears in the pig industry also. As quan- 
tity goes up relative value goes down, and 
vice versa. Now, as far as the bacon and 
pig industries are concerned, it would appear 
that the drop in values corresponds with an 
improvement in quality.

bility suggests itself: consultation between 


the interests concerned. 
Experime nts in Combination. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
at: Whitehall recommended last year a work- 
ing arrangement between producers and 
curers for mutual benefit. There is, however, 
a condition essential for success in any 
attempt made on these lines. To be effective. 
such experimentS must be worked out by 
farmers, not in isolation, but in combination. 
The farmer must have others standing behind 
him for advice, initiative, counsel, if he 1s 
to effect practical results. The most perfect 
form of such combination is, of course, the 
orthodox co-operative form. We learn that 
during August, the first meeting of the 
Federated Co-operative Factory of New 


while | South Wales was held, which included all the 


co-operative bacon factories of that State, 
thirteen in number. This is the kind of 
organisation we in these islands have to take 
account of. The Scottish Pig Industry Com- 
mittee state in their recent report that under 
the present system ‘‘the producer has little, 
if anv, bargaining power,” and, short of full 
CO operation, if is difficult to see how he ean 
obtain it. We have far to go before Irish 
farmers are organised like those of New Zea 
land into a marketing organisation, capable 
of dominating a large section of the pork 
market. Short of this, however. local exper. 
ments like that now being tried, and, so 
far, with success, in Cavan are to the good. 
What it is important to bear in mind is that 
any common action between farmers and 
others interested in the industry should be 
framed on fines mutually helpful to both, 
and not ultimately hampering to our pro- 
ducers. One thing is clear—if Ireland is to 
keep her present leading position as exporter 
of the great pig industry and producer ot 
the best bacon she must continue to breed 
the best and make the Nothing else 
will pay in the end.

VALUE OF AN EARLY BITE. 


- 


Keferting to the importance of an early bite 
of grass for dairy stock, Mr. R. Boutflour 
M.Sc., writes: 

All that is required to produce this early 
bite is a well-drained field in fair heart and 
not deficient in lime, to be dressed with 1 
ewt. of sulphate of ammonia or other suit- 
able nitrogenous manure, at the end of 
February. The area to be dressed should he 
sufficient to keep. the cattle for one month, 
and for this purpose | would suggest two 
acres for every three cows in the herd. 

For illustration, assume a farm keeping 30 
cows; then it would be desirable to dress 20 
acres, This would require one ton of sulphate 
of ammonia, costing about £10. If one month 
extra grazing is obtained this would result in 
an average saving of 7lb. of concentrates per 
cow per day and about 14lb. of hay. Taking 
the 7lh. of concentrates as costing 7d. and 
the 14ib. hay as costing 5d., then the saving 
per cow per day is one shilling, or for the 
30 cows 30s. per day, and for the month of 
April £45. Uf from this the cost of the sul- 
phate of ammonia, £10, is deducted, then a 
maroin of £35 is left.. Surelv such a return 
as this is worthy of the notice and attention 
of all farmers who are not already in the posi- 
tion of having an early bite. 


The smallness of their capital turnover is 
probably one of the reasons why farmers are 
not as prosperous as they should be. It is 
quite possible by making certain modifica- 
tions in their methods, by taking up milk, 
pigs and poultry, which give a rapid return, 
they may increase their capital turnover.

FEEDING OF SUGAR BEET | 
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About 5 tons of tops are usually produced 
per acre of sugar beet, including about one 
ton of crowns; and as they contain about 15 


| per cent. of dry matter which is very rich 


in protein and carbohydrate, of which nearly 
one-quarter is in the form of sugar, they have 
a very satisfactory nutritive value, which 1s 
higher than that of the best meadow hay. 
They can be eaten off the land by sheep or 
carted and fed to dairy castle, or made into 
ensilage for winter feeding. 

There is, however, one point which should 
be borne in mind in the feeding of tops 


| to sheep and cattle, and that is, that fresh 
‘tops immediately after cutting, and, of course, 


while on the root, contain oxalic acid, and 
are therefore dangerous if eaten in quantity 
by animals. The tops, if allowed to wilt for 
a week or ten days, will lose much of this 


oxalic acid and will cease to be harmful. Usually , 


there is a period of wilting allowed in the 
ordinary way while the land is being cleared 
of beet. but farmers should watch the point. 
If they wish to avoid all possible risk of 
oxalic acid poisoning, a little precipitated 
chalk can be fed along with the tops, say, 
11b. of chalk to about 300lbs. weight of tops. 
The lime of the chalk has the effect of mak- 
ing the acid unassimilable by the 


animals.

Succulent Food. 


Otherwise all there is to say about sugar 
beet tops is good. They supply a good, 
succulent food when pastures lie inactive, and 
food is of considerable value to the 
It is therefore worth a little trouble 
to make the most of them. After topping, 
they should be shaken to remove adhering 
soil and, where they are not to be fed ofi 
by sheep after the necessary week or so 
interval, gathered straightaway into smal! 
heaps. They can be fed to dairy cows right 
up to the time when decomposition begins. 
When that appears, the rest should be 
ploughed into the land. The beet tops have 
a somewhat laxative effect, and should, 
therefore, be fed along with a more fibrous 
food like hay. If they form one-third of the 
total ration of a dairy cow and somewhat 
more of that of a fattening bullock, 1t will 
be found to be enough.

| Ensilage. 


On the subject of turning the tops into 
ensilage for winter feeding of stock, if they 
are not ploughed in or eaten after wilting, 
Dr. Woodman. of the Cambridge School of 
Agriculture, in the British Agricultural 
Ministry's Journal for November, gives one 
or two instances of successful silage or tops 
which are well worth repeating for the benefit 
of farmers. One, where the crop of sugar

conditions. The wilted were 
whole and not cut up, but care was taken te 
ensure tight packing in the silo. It was 
opened over three months after, on the órd 
March, and was found to be of very good 
quality, in spite of the unfavourable con 
ditions of harvesting. The crop had settled a 
good deal during storage, though no consider- 
able rise in temperature had taken place. The 
resulting silage had a pleasant, fragrant smell, 
was cold and wet to the touch, sourish to the 
taste, and had retained the faded green 
colour it had when it was ensiled. There was 
an entire absence of the unpleasant pungent 
odour of -butyric acid and which usually de- 
notes very sour silage. The beet crowns had 
suffered very little change, and chemical in 
vestigation showed that the changes in the 
tops as a whole were those usually associated 
with the production of good silage.

A Cantinental Plan. 


trial mentioned by Dr. Woodman 
was that of a common Continental practice of 
filling a small silo with alternate 
wet sugar beet pulp and whole-wilted sugar 
heet Each usually weighs about 
half ewt., and is dealt with in the same way 
as in the previous « This ‘* sandwich ” 
silage was opened about a month after mak 
ing, and was also found to be of very good 
qualitv. It had the fragrant smell as 
the other, as if it had been made from sugar 
heet tops alone It was eagerly eaten by 
both heifers and sheep. It should be men- 
tioned that the silo used at Cambridge was a 
small experimental silo. 6ft. high and 4ft. 
across, made of lin. deal boards tongued and 
grooved and kept tightly pressed together by 
three circular iron hoops. The practice which 
vives good results in a small silo should still 
be good in a larger one, but it cannot be said 
that so far in the country any recorded trials 
have been made of ensiling sugar beet tops 
in an ordinary large-sized silo 

On the question of the feeding value of 
silage, the trials with sheep showed that the 
pulp, plus the sugar beet tops, gave satis- 
factory results, 81 per cent. of the organic 
matter being digested and used by the 
animals, 
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LIQUID MANURE. 
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The value of liquid manure as a top dress- 
ing for meadows was strikingly illustrated in 
a series of experiments carried out during the 
past season by officers of the Department of 
Agriculture. In these experiments, which 
were conducted at 125 centres in different 
parts of the country, the liquid manure was 
applied in three applications, at intervals of 
about four weeks commencing early in Feb- 
ruary, the total quantity so applied being 
from 14 to 16 tons per statute acre. For pur- 
poses of comparison, an unmanured plot of 
the same area as the top-dressed plot was 
marked off at each centre. The result of the 
application of Liquid manure was that the 
average yield of hay was increased by 11 
cwt. per statute acre, representing an average 
increase over the unmanured plots of more 
than 25 per cent. 

These and other experiments conducted by 
the Department prove that liquid manure is 
as effective in increasing the yield of the hay 
crop as an equal weight of farmyard manure, 
and that when applied at the rate of 16 tons 
per statute acre, it is as useful as a mixture 
composed of one cwt. nitrate of soda and two 
cwt. each of superphosphate and kainit. 

In view of these facts, it is hoped that the 
value of liquid manure will become more 
widely appreciated, and that farmers will not 
hesitate to incur the small expenditure in- 
volved in the erection of a suitable tank for 
thie collection of the liquid manure, which, 
under existing conditions on a great many 
farms, is often allowed to go to waste, 
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It is stated that in order to encourage the 
roduction of Angora wool in the British 
Sion, furriers are likely to increase the price.

SHOULD POULTRY 
FLOCKS BE ENLARGED? 


-“ 


The prominence given to the profits derived 
from poultry farming has made many 
farmers think of increasing the size of their 
flocks. This is all to the good, but care 
must be taken not to increase the flock 
beyond one’s capacity to manage it properly, 
or disease and loss will probably follow. 
doubt, too small a flock is uneconomic. 
Profits are not big enough for the trouble 
entailed, and many farmers could increase 
their flocks to advantage. They should, 
however, do so gradually, as a larger flock 
means more housing, more food, and more 
time and trouble in looking after it, though 
the expenditure of time does not increase in 
the same ratio as that of housing and food. 
Careful management and the adoption of a 
simple routine will save time and trouble, 
but if the housing is insufficient for a larger 
flock disease and stunted growth will follow 
from overcrowding. When supplying food 
to a larger flock make due allowance for the 
increase in number, if the pullets are to start 
laying early. Roughly speaking, allow 2 ozs. 
of mash and 2 ounces of grain to each bird. 


If this is calculated and weighed once, one’s | 


judgment may be trusted afterwards. Care 
should be taken that the pullets eat plenty 
of mash during the cold, short days, as they 
will not lay unless kept in good condition. 


Poultry Flouses, 


This is the time of the year when the 
farmer gets many odd jobs done in his house 
and yard, and so the housing question could 
be tackled now in readiness for next year's 
flock. Suitable ready-made houses can be 
bought, but farmers with a slight knowledge 
of carpentry can make houses for their 
poultry, and save money by doing so. When 
erecting a new house a farmer should con- 
sider if it is possible to have it built some 
distance from the farmyard, or to have a 
portable house. 


General Purpose Breeds. 


With regard to increasing the stock, the 
average farmer has not the time to go in for 
pedigree poultfy breeding, which entails trap- 
nesting and the keeping of individual re- 
cords. What the farmer wants is a good 
laying strain of a general purpose breed, such 


as White Wyandottes or Rhode Island Reds. 


‘Breeds such as these will give him good table 


chickens as well as eggs to sell. If he goes 
to a reliable breeder for his foundation stock 


he will gradually build up a trade for hatch- 


ing-egegs, especially when his neighbours 
realise that pure-breds are more profitable 


than the ordinary barn-door fowl.

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POULTRY HINTS. 
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Where poultry are permitted to overcrowd 
in draughty or badly ventilated houses, they 
are very liable to contract colds. Laying 
flocks kept under such conditions will not 
maintain a high rate of egg production. For 
winter layers especially it 18 essential to see 
that, while provision is made for adecuate 
ventilation in the poultry houses, the birds 
are not subjected to draughts, and that they 
are provided with shelter in day-time where 
they can scratch and avoid exposure to wet 
and cold winds. The provision of oyster 
shell for layers should not be neglected. 

Measures should be taken to get rid of 
poultry parasites such as lice and red mite 
as coon as they are observed. Sedium fluoride 
will destroy lice; for red mite the houses 
should be well cleaned out and the interiors 
thoroughly treated with fresh limewash to 
which a little paraffin has been added, paying 
particular attention to the perches and their 
sockets. 

Laying ducks should not be allowed in 
places where they may pick up acorns: these 
fruits cause a darkening of the egg yolk, 
which spoils the eggs for eating. 
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“For comparatively short distances, and 
where there are frequent halts, horses are 
better and more economical than motors.”’ 
This is one of many opinions expressed by 
large traders in England. This will be good 
news to farmers. ; 

If Irish rabbit breeders are to obtain full 
value for. their rabbits--wool, pelts and 
flesh—they will require’ to ‘organise on co- 
operative lines. The Irish Fur and Wool 
Breeders Association is, we understand, 
making arrangements in this direction, and

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MARKETING MILK.

SOME SUGGESTED 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


~ 


In a report on “ The Fluid Milk Market 
in England and Wales,” which is published 
by the British Ministry of Agriculture, under 
the independent authorship of Mr. R. B. 
Forrester, M.A., suggestions are made for 
improving the present system of marketing. 

Dairy farmers in Ireland will learn with 
interest that across the Channel collective 
bargaining by farmers and retailers in the 
selling of milk has been advantageous. It 
has, however, suffered somewhat in the past 
from the lack of precise information as to 
quantities of milk available for the fluid milk 
maiket at different times of the year. 


A STANDARD OF QUALITY. 

The main argument in the report is con- 
tained in the chapter on quality and the 
graded milk movement, in which attention 
Is concentrated on fundamental questions re- 
lating to quality. The first of these deals 
with the legal aspect cf quality, which pre- 
sumes that all milk containing less than 3.0 
and 8.5 per cent. of fat and non-fatty solids 
respectively has been adulterated and is not 
genuine. The law makes no discrimination 
between a person who deliberately adulterates 
milk and one who sells genuine milk below 
the minimum limits prescribed, except in so 
far as, it rests with thé seller to prove his 
innocence. While adulteration is rightly re- 
garded as a criminal offence, it is contended 
that "two entirely different things are bound 
up in a prosecution, namely, poor quality and 
adulteration,” and injustice, it is claimed, 
results from prosecution in a criminal court 
for offences which are merely commercial 
delinquencies. & 

As alternatives to this position it is sug- 
gested by Mr. Forrester that there are at 
least three main directions in which change 
might take place. These are—-‘‘ (a) towards 
a legal minimum quality standard enforced 
by criminal proceedings, together with 
special provisions against adulteration if 
deemed necessary; (b) towards a legal mint 
mum quality standard enforced by purely 
civil procedure except in cases of adultera- 
tion, where criminal procedure «would re- 
main; (c) towards trade standards enforced 
bv the ordinary method of contracts, leaving 
eases of adulteration to be dealt with by 
criminal proceedings.” Each alternative is 
discussed on its merits, and, while none is 
accepted or rejected dogmatically, it is 
obvious that the balance of argument in the 
eport favours the second suggestion of a 
“civil ” standard, 


GRADED MILK, 

In considering the effect of the ‘ graded 
milk ’’ movement account is taken of official 
grades as well as unofficial descriptions, such 
as ' nursery ” milk, the commercial outlook 
for graded milks and their additional costs 
of production, and the possibilities of expand 
ing the graded milk market. There are, 
however, other aspects of the quality ques 
tion which are of considerable importance. 
The first of these is that the bulk of the 
milk in England is outside the official grading 
scheme, which, from the strictly commercial 
standpoint, is regarded by Mr. Forrester as 
to criticism; ‘‘ no system of grading,’’ 
it is stated, “ seems in the slightest degree 
satisfactory which does not accept as its 
basic standard ordinary market milk as con- 
trolled and recognised. The second point is 
that the names of the grades are not suffi 
ciently clear and distinet to convey their 
proper meaning to those to whom they pri 
marily appeal, namely, the consumer. 

To meet these two points it is suggested 
in the report that the grades should be re- 
christened in such a way that ordinary milk 
comes within the grading scheme, and that 
the grades themselves are easily intelligible 
to the general public. With this object in 
view certain alterations of designations ‘are 
suggested. Market milk of sound quality 
would he the basic British grade to be known 
as ““Standard ” milk. Immediately above 
would come the present ‘‘Grade A,’’ which 
would be termed ' Special Standard ’’; the 
‘Certified’ and ‘* Grade A (T.T.)” of the 
present system would be include? {n the 
highest grade, which would be known as 
‘* Super Standard.”’ 


IF MILK CONSUMPTION INCREASED. 

Once the foundations for the proper 
recognition of quality have been placed on a 
secure basis, it will be more easy to stimulate 
demand above the present low consumption of 
milk in England as compared with the con- 
sumption in many other countries, such as 
Switzerland, Sweden, Denmark, Norway and 
the United States.

CO. DUBLIN FARM HAND'S 
DEATH FROM TETANUS. 


John Gallagher, Forest road, Swords, em- 
ployed by Mr. Ward, Summerhill, at his 
grazing farm in Swords, was kicked on the 
right shin about three weeks ago by a cow 
which he was milking. His _ stepmother 
treated the wound with boric lint. On Mon- 
day the young man was removed to the 
Meath Hospital, Dublin, where he died that 
night at 11 o'clock. 

At an inguiry held, without a jury, by Dr. 
L. A. Byrne, City Coroner, the medical 
evidence disclosed that Gallagher died from 
tetanus. Although the wound from the kick 
was trivial, the dirt carried by the cows 
hoof was sufficient to cause tetanus. 

A verdict was entered in accordance with 
the medical evidence.

MAYO MAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


JURY LOCKED UP FOR 
THE NIGHT, 


— 


At the Central Crimnal Court, Green 
street, Dublin, yesterday, before Mr. 
Justice Johnston and a jury, Patrick 
Gaughan was charged with the murder of 
Michael Togher, at Larriga, County Mayo, 
on July 27th last. 

The hearing was adjourned till to-day, 
the jury being locked up for the night. 

The accused man pleaded “ Not guilty.’ 

AN AGRARIAN MURDER. 

Mr. Carrigan, presenting the case to the 
jury, said that it was an agrarian murder, 
typical of so many murders committed for 
the sake of a piece of land. It was not 
even a piece of land in this case, but a 
cart load of rough grass, which Togher was 
taking off the land on July 27, in open day- 
light, when he was shot dead—admittedly 
shot dead—by the prisoner. It being ad- 
mitted that the prisoner shot Togher, the 
onus rested on Mr, O'Connor to prove that 
it was excusable or justifiable 

Proceeding, he said that in 1922, when 
there was no law in the country, the pri- 
soner’s house was burned down, and the 
prisoner was assaulted twice, but when the 
courts again functioned he was awarded com- 
pensation. A few years ago the Land Com- 
mission acquired the estate of srs, Richards, 
and this year every tenant on the estate was 
confirmed in his holding at a reduced rent, 
and, in many cases, where it was possible, 
their holdings were enlarged. Then: there 
was unoccupied waste land, and that was let 
in commonage to eleven tenants, two of whom 
were Gaughan and Togher 

Concluding, Mr. Carrigan said that wit- 
nesses would prove that there was no truth 
in the suggestion that the prisoner acted in 
self-defence. 

“PLL TAKE TOGHER'’S LIFE.” 

John Reilly, who resides in the village of 
Lorraghaclov, where deceased man also 
lived, stated that on the afternoon of July 
27th he and Michael Togher were engaged 
cutting ‘“‘bent’’ (rough grass) on the com- 
monage. Togher was accompanied bv his 
son, aged 17, and his two daughters. About 
6 o'clock witness started to go home with a 
horse-cart of ‘* bent,’’ and met the prisoner 
near the latter’s own gate. He had a gun 
in his hand, and pointed it at witness, 
telling him to halt, Witness halted and put 
up his hands. At the same time witness’s 
little son, aged 4 years, ran in between his 
legs crying. By direction of prisoner wit- 
ness unloaded his cart of ''bent, and pro- 
ceeded towards home. As tne prisoner was 
turning away he observed: ‘‘ I'll not shoot 
you now, but I'll take Togher’s life.” 
Gaughan went in the direction of the com- 
monage. and shortly afterwards witness heard 
a shot fired. 

Cross-examined b- Mr. O’Connor-—Were 
you the ringleader of the crowd which burned 
down this man’s house ?7—No. 

You and your brother—were not you the 
ringleaders ?—We were old married men, and 
we had nothing to do with burning his hcuse. 

You took no part at all in the persecution 
of him ?—No. 

I repeat, did not you and your brother 
burn this man’s house, tie him in a. sheet. 
bring him to Mrs. Richards, and demand 
that he should give up the sand pit 7—I 
never did. 

At the time accused man said that he 
would take Togher’s life the prisoner could 
not see Togher, but he knew Togher was 
cutting the “ bent.”’ 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

Patrick Reilly, a brother of the last wit- 
ness. stated that he was on the commonage 
on the evening of July 27 with Michael 
Togher, who was cutting “ bent.” He saw 
Gaughan coming from the direction of Bel- 
mullet, put up his horse and trap, bring a 
gun from his house and advance towards 
John Reilly with the weapon in a fring 
position. Witness saw his brother unload 
the “bent,” which he was carting away. 
Gaughan then came to the commonage, where 
lozher was cutting “* bent.’’ He advanced 
close to Togher, and asked him why he was 
cutting his ''bent.” ‘Togher answered that 
it was his own “ bent.” 

Prisoner then said, ‘Get out or I'll shoot 
vou.’ Togher said. ' Don’t shoot me, ” and 
prisoner said, “I will shoot you.” “Don't,” 
again. said Togher. Prisoner then said, 
‘Do you mean to say I'd hesitate for a 
moment in doing so?” at the same time 
firing a shot and hitting Togher? The shot 
was fired at a few yards’ range. Logher 
fell to the ground dead, After the shooting 
Gaughan walked away. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Connor—There 
was never any charge of any kind made 
against him. He was not endeavouring to 
deprive the prisoner of Ins place, but on one 
occasion he marched with a big crowd of 
people who were escorting the prisoner to 
Mrs. Richards. The prisoner got a few 
slight boxes. He denied that Togher attacked 
the prisoner with a scythe before he was shot, 
or that the gun went off in the struggle. 

DAUGHTER'S EVIDENCE, 

Margaret Togher, aged 15, daughter of the 
deceased, said that she was gathering '' bent.’’ 
She saw Gaughan approach with a gun, heard 
a shot, and saw her father fall. Her father 
did not attack Ganghan with the scythe. 
She ran to her father, and found that he 
was dead. 

Cross-examined—Before the shot she did not 
see any struggle or any gesture to denote 
that her father was going to be shot. 

Michael Togher, brother of the last witness, 
said that before the shot was fired he heard 
words between the prisoner and his father, 
but was excited, and did not hear what was 
said, Gaughan had one hand on the barrel 
of the gun, the other on the triguer, and 
the stock against his shoulder. Witness ran 
to his father, who was dead. His father 
did not threaten the prisoner with the scythe. 

Mrs. Barrett, a sister of the Reillys, 
corroborated. 

Cross-examined—She denied that herself and 
her family had made Gaughan’s life “a hell 
upon earth ” for the past five or six years. 
She did not want the prisoner’s land. 

Patrick Gerathy corroborated. 

Dr. John Connolly, Belmullet, said that 
death was due to shock and hemorrhage, and 
must have been almost instantaneous. 

Guard Miskelly stated that when charged 
on duly 28 the accused man made no state- 
ment, 

ACCUSED MAN’S STATEMENT. 

Inspector O'Mahony stated that later the 
same day accused man stated that there wag 
no one was more sorry than he was; that he 
did. not mean to kill Togher; that Togher 
followed him with a scythe; that he stumbled 
and the gun went off. The statement was 
made when prisoner was twenty-four hours 
in custody. 

Superintendent Finegan, who gave evidence 
with regard to a map and the gun, was asked 
by Mr. O'Connor if Gaughan had the gur 
for his protection? The witness replied in 
the negative, stating that the gun was 
granted under a 5s. licence for the purpose 
of destroying vermin on his lands. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day, 
the jury being locked up for the night

| NOTIFICATION OF 
DISEASE. 


TIGHTENING-UP THE 
LAW IN.FREE STATE. 


- 
- 


There is to be a tightening-up oí the law 
concerning the notification of infectious 
diseases in the Free State, and the Ministry 
of Local Government and Public Health has 
taken steps to acquaint all sanitary authorities 
of their responsibilities. : 

The Minister has íormed the opinion, as a 

result of correlating the registered deaths 
with the statistics of the known incidence of 
the graver epidemic diseases, such as enteric 
fever, diphtheria and scarlatina, that the 
duty of notification is insufticiently observed, 
and the deficiency is more marked in the 
rural than in urban areas. 
_ In impressing on sanitary authorities the 
importance of a strict enforcement of the 
notification system, the Minister points out 
that it is not only essential for the protection 
of the public in facilitating disinfection and 
other precautionary measures, but in the 
interests of the individual patients. Uniform 
application was given throughout the Free 
State by the Local Government Act of 1925 
to the obligation to notify the following 
infect ious diseases : — Smallpox, cholera, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, erysipelas, 
scarlatina or scarlet fever, and the han 
known as typhus, tvphoid, enteric, relapsing, 
continued or puerperal. 

It is suggested that general notice of the 
duty of notification and of the liability to 
penalty in case of default should be given by 
the sanitary authority to members of the 
medical profession and to the public at large 
by advertisement in the local Press and such 
other means as may be considered advisable. 

Upon the appointment of a county medic | 
officer of health he becomes entitled to receive 
notifications of infections. disease. in sub- 
stitution for the dispensary medical officer. 
and it will devolve upon him, from time to 
time, to undertake a critical survey of the 
practical working of the notification system 
in the county for which he acts. i

A high standard of merit was displayed at 
the Christmas fat stock.show and sale held 
in the Cattle Market, Dublin, yesterday, 
under the auspices of the Dublin Cattle 
Salesmasters’ Association. The home and 
cross-Channel judges engaged to make the 
awards were very painstaking, and completed 
their arduous duties quite early. ‘This 
allowed exhibitors and intending buyers to 
get down to business, and quite a cheery 
trade resulted, with prices well above the 
level of those recently current. The general 
run of values for prime conditioned beasts 
was from 46s. to 55s. In a few outstanding

The number of men 
at present registered in the local Unemploy- 
ment Exchange is 450, out of which there 
are about 100 ex-National Army men. “To 
this number must be added at least 350 men 
who have exhausted benefit and do not come 
to the Exchange to keep their names on the 
register as unemployed. The conditions under

town are appalling, and but for the sums ex- 
pended by the County Board of Heaith and 
the various charitable organisations the lot 
of the unemployed would, indeed, be pitiable.

At the Shikapore Hospital, which is situated 
between Rorhri Junction and Quetta, and 
was founded by Seth Hiranand and endowed 
at his death, no fewer than 15,000 blind 
persons, it was stated, had recovered their 
sight in the last sixteen years. In the seven 
weeks last year during which the hospital was 
open and Dr. Holland, assisted by doctors 
from Chicago, New York, London and 
Madrid, performed, 1,249 cataracts were re- 
moved and 1,251 other operations were per- 
formed.

FIGHT AGAINST 
CANCER.

AT LEAST £10,000 NEEDED 
IN IRELAND, 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S 
STATEMENT. 
a 


A sum of at least £10,000 is needed for 

the National Campaign against 
| . - 
Cancer, that terrible disease for 
which, as yet, no remedy has been 
found. Last night the following 
Statement was issued by President 
Cosgrave :— 

The object of the National Cancer Cam- 
paign (Ireland) is twofold—(1) Research, 
(2) Education. In regard to research, the 
investigation must proceed from two separate 
points of view—the clinical, and the experi- 
mental. On the clinical side it is hoped to 
collate and analyse the results of different 
forms of treatment carried out in the several 
hospitals of Ireland. At the same time atten- 
tion will be paid to the study of causes, in 
the hope of discovering some hitherto un- 
noticed condition common to various forms 
of cancer. 

This clinical work 


can be carried out at 


j any hospital, members of whose staff are 
labourers at present | 


employed in the factory, but it is expected | 


willing to collaborate with the workers of 
the campaign. It is thought that there will 
be no difficulty in making sure of this 
collaboration, as the several scientific and 
medical bodies in Ireland have already given 
their cordial support. The Council in charge 
of the Campaign is constituted, in the main, 
of representatives of these learned bodies. 

The experimental or laboratory part of the 
research work will, in the first instance, he 
carried on in the Research Laboratories, 14 
Upper Baggot street, Dublin, under the direc- 
tion of an expert director skilled in research 
work, and under the supervision of a member 
of the Council, who has accepted the post 
of honorary director. But, as funds permit, 
it is hoped to be in a position to assist 
workers in other laboratories who are willing 
to undertake research on cancer on their 
lines. 

EDUCATION. 

As regards education, it is the intention of 
the Council to attempt to awaken the public 
as to the danger of cancer to the community, 
to convince them of the need of research, 
and to teach them, as far as is possible, how 
to recognise the first signs of the disease. At 
present there is no hope of cure unless the 
disease is recognised in its earliest stages 

The successful meeting held at Nenagh a 
fortnight ago is only the first of a series 
which it is intended to hold in provincial 
towns during the next few months. The 
problems of cancer and tuberculosis are by 
no means similar, but, nevertheless, the 
success of the campaign against tuberculosis, 
organised some twenty years ago by Lady 
Aberdeen, and followed by a continuing 
decline in the death-rate, encourages the 
promoters of the National Cancer Campaign 
to hope for a parallel success. Education 
will be carried on, as funds permit by means 
of public meetings, of lectures, of leaflets 
and pamphlets, and in other ways that may 
be thought fit. 

The Council is aware of the danger of 
causing unnecessary alarm iío sensitive 
people, and will guard against anything sen- 
sational in its propaganda. But it is con- 
vinced that the best preventive of undue 
alarm is adequate knowledge. The increase 
of this knowledge is the aim of the research 
side of the work of the campaign, to dis 
seminate it of the educational. 

There has been some degree of misunder 
standing as to the relation of the National 
Cancer Campaign (Ireland) to the Royal 
City of Dublin Hospital and to other hos- 
pitals in Ireland. The campaign is neither 
in constitution nor finance, connected with 
any hospital. It rents rooms, for the pur 
pose of research, at a nominal rent, from 
the Royal City of Dublin Hospital, and, in 
virtue of this .ténancv, the Governors of the 
hospital have a small representation on the 
Council of the Campaign. There is no other 
relation between the hospital and the cam- 
paign. 

As regards clinical work, the campaign 
welcomes the co-operation of the members 
of the staff of every hospital in Ireland. 
There is not, in the mind of the Council, 
any intention’ either to open a special hos- 
pital for cancer or to maintain wards in 
any existing hospital. 

THE AMOUNT NEEDED. 

While the intentions of the Council are 
as stated, it is clear that the scope of its 
activity is limited by the amount of funds 
put at its disposal. The minimum to render 
its work effective is £10,000 to cover five 
vears’ expenses. But to get the results 
hoped for much larger sums will be needed.

'A HUMORIST ON HIS 


ART. 
“LYNN DOYLE” EXPOUNDS 
THE SHORT STORY.

A humorous writer dubbed all humorous 
writers humbugs last night, in an address at 
Rathmines Town Hall. It was the popular 
{rish writer who conceals his identity under 
the nom de plume otf “Lynn Doyle,’ who 
thus libelled his craft, when delivering one 
vf the sessional lectures under the auspices 
of the Rathmines Library to a large 
audience, which he stirred to continuous 
chuckles and frequent peals of laughter. 

Sir Simon Maddock, who presided in the 
absence of Senator W. B. Yeats, in intro- 
ducing the lecturer, said that all present who 
had read “ Bailygullion’’ would be glad to 
meet ‘“‘ Lynn Doyle ” in the flesh. 

The subject of Mr. ‘‘ Lynn Doyle’s”’ address 
was “The Short Story, Written and Re- 
lated.’" The first and most obvious point in 
a short story, he said, was that it must be 
short. The next consideration was that of 
the characters. In the short story the char- 
acters had certain fixed values, like the cards 
in a pack. Next came the subject. It was 
essential that the teller of the story must 
have seen or conceived something with 
emotion that he wished to convey to his 
readers. Jt was not so much what was seen 
as how it was conveyed and the emotion it 
aroused that made the short story. It was 
the reflection of the incidents in the person- 
ality of the author that mattered. 

THE TRAGEDY OF THE HEN. 

For instance, life in the suburbs of a city 
was dull and artificial, and the dweller therein 
had vague, unconscious desires for the time 
when his ancestors used to chase the bronto- 
saurus and the wild elephant; and in a 
pathetic attempt to return to the savage and 
natural life of his foretathers he took to keep- 
ing hens. One of his hens crossed the street 
to pick up a grain of corn and was run over. 

Half-a-dozen writers witnessed the incident, 

and the result was not one story, but six—all 
different. The first man told a story of the 
inventive, sensational type, taking the hen 
through halt a dozen hair’s-breadth escapes 
and killing her at the end. The second man 
made of the theme an allegory of life. The 
hen was humanity struggling adventurously 
lor success, Only to be struck down In tne 
moment of attainment. The third writer was 
excited to a theme of fate and providence. A 
boy stole eggs and went olf to suck them. 
Here atmosphere would be created. Tae 
clouds gathered as he made for his hidiny 
place, muttering thunder was heard, and a 
lew raindrops tell. He choked on the first 
egeshell, but with a timely slap on the back 
jus mother averted tate. but to no effect, as 
coming home he saw on the roadway the hen 
whose eggs he had stolen. He faltered, 
stumbled, and was run over by a ‘bus! 
Then there was the psychologist, who 
painted all the emotions of the hen on finding 
herself in the middle of the road. Her whole 
life was spread out beiore her like a poached 
egg “ The animal psychologist,’ said the 
lecturer amidst laughter, ‘‘ is a humbug. A 
man can’t tell what's passing through his 
wife's mind let alone what's passing through 
a hens.’ 

The humorous writer he characterised as 
the greatest humbug ot the lost. ‘He is a 
person who says funny things about things 
that are not funny. The truth of the matter 
is that it is the melancholy and serious 
things of life that make the stock-in-trade cl 
the humorous writer.’’ 

THE PATRIOTIC NARRATIVE. 

Mr. Lynn had a sly dig at the patriotic 
narrat who would make political capital 
out of the adventure of the hen crossing the 
road. ‘The hen is Ireland. It narrvow.y 
escapes a motor lorry—typifying England, th; 
mechanical and brutal Ireland. 
\ir. C., in the guise of Kathleen mi Houlihan, 
cares it to safety—in lIvish. But its native 
tongue was not compulsory when it was a 
chicken—it does not understand and is lost! 
Mr. D. sees the hen as economic Ieland 
struggling in the welter of foreign competi 
tion, and steps out to show it how it can live

So it was that they found the short story 
conditioned, not by the incident, but by the 
mind of the person telling the story. So 
many minds, so many stories! So many 
pe: ple read or listened to short stories be- 
cause they wanted to experience that feeling 
of esthetic pleasure which was aroused in 
them by these stories. The story-teller dealt 
with his subject as the artist with his paint- 
ing by giving his experience form. 


PANDERING TO LAZINESS, 

Al design—pictorial or in story 
simply a pandering to our laziness! 
modern tendency was to despise form, and 
the great difficulty about the modern short 
story. was the extraordinary difficulty of re 
nembering it, having read it. It had not 
been fixed with definite shape in the mind. 

Story-telling had its origin in the remote 
past when our had virtually no 
licht after the sun went down. It was a dis 
advantage in those days that 
should be long, but in these modern days of 
artificial light different ideas grew up. Edgar 
Allan Poe was probably the first person who 
thought of the short story as deserving of 
artistic treatment and power in itself. Then 
followed French writers. If, one wanted to 
study form the French writers were supreme ; 
they were absolute masters of telling 
a story in the shortest and most complete 
way. The Russians followed closely on the 
French. 

Mr. Doyle then told in delightful style the 
story of *‘ The Cask of Amontillado,’’ which 
he described as the best of Poe’s short stories, 
and followed with lucid summaries of a Rus- 
sian story, “ The Cloak ”; De Maupassant’s 
story of “ The Necklace,” and a story by 
0. Henry. 

The technique of the short story developed 
through the nineteenth century... For a time 
it threatened to become stereotyped, but then 
came the story depending upon the unex 
pected ending, the shock of surprise. 

Mr. Doyle, to illustrate what could be done 
by the employment of the surprise ending, 
proceeded to read one of his own short stories 
dealing with the smuggling of contraband 
articles across the border. He made full use 
of the Northern dialect, which comes native 
to him, and every point was given with that 
rich touch that has made his stories so 
popular. 

A SMUGGLING TRAGEDY. 

It was about the efforts of a man living in 
the State to get a new suit of clothes which 
he had bought in Belfast. Some friend of his 
who had tried to smuggle a Belfast suit into 
the Free State had been fined £100. ‘‘ Bad 
luck to the Free State,” said our hero, “I 
wish to Heaven I had served Carson.” He 
decided on the train to change into the new 
suit, and, undressing, he threw his old clothes 
into his farm, through which the railway ran~ 
and then discovered that the parcel of new 
clothing did not contain that most essential 
garment, the trousers ! 

There was a vast body of mhdelicate stories 
constantly being told—those told when 
ladies are not present, but being so 
perfected in the telling that in the end, 
though their subject matter was lamentably 
disimproving, the structure of them could 
hardly be bettered. ‘‘ When one says of a 
man that he tells a good story, we generally 
mean that he tells a bad story well,’’ added 
Mr. Doyle, amidst laughter, 

It is almost certain that some of the 
greatest masters of the short story have 
remained unknown because of the impropriety 
of their matter, and thus “ for lack of the 
grace of blushing they have been doomed to 
blush unseen.”’ 

The subject of sex for the short story would 
in time cease to interest humanity. ‘‘ The 
field of the indelicate story is shrinking every 
day—all the improper situations will have 
been used up by novelists.”’ 

“If it were true that ‘ practice makes per- 
fect,’ the average married man would be a 
master of short story,’’ said the lecturer. 
“ The wife of a reading man, even aiter a 
lifetime of matrimony, may still, sometimes, 
find her hsuband’s conversation — 

“I have dealt as discreetly as possible 
with the improper short story, he added, 
“skirting, as it were, a subject that has no 
skirts.’’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Doyle said that he had 
spoken of short story in all seriousness. 
(Lannhaat,) He recommended them to culti- 
vate short story reading, because the 
emotions were there more concentrated and 
produced greater effect; though they should 
not forget to read also the good stuff which

The Coal Industry. 


The Labour Party’s vote of censure on 
the Prime Minister, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, was useful, inasmuch 
as it gave an opportunity for a discussion 
of the position in the British coalfields; 
but Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s indictment 
failed. His complaint was that during 
a recent debate Mr. Baldwin had not 
chosen -to reply to the Labour Party’s 
criticisms in person, but had deputed the 
President of the Board of Trade to take 
his place; and he tried to show that the 
Premier’s action on that occasion was a 
deliberate insult to the Opposition. Mr. 
Baldwin reminded Mr. Macdonald that a 
Prime Minister was only a human being, 
who could not be expected to bear the 
brunt of every debate in the House of 
Commons, and that the proper Minister 
to present the Government's case was the 
chief of the department which was mainly 
responsible for the mining industry. Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister took, on the whole, 
a hopeful view of the situation. 
Comparing the. position of the industry at 
present with that which prevailed in 1925, 
he said that for the first ten months of 
1927 output had reached 210,000,000 tons, 
while for 1925 it had been only 201,000,000 
tons; and that exports for 1927 were 
45,100,000 tons as against 41,180,000 tons 
for the corresponding‘ period of 1925. 
Furthermore, the Government was con- 
sidering schemes for the relief of unem- 
ployment in the mining areas. Men were 
about to be transferred from one district 
to another where they would be sure of 
work, and a number of unemployed might 
be sent to Canada for six months, with 
a guarantee that their return to England 
would be facilitated. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister hinted that 
important developments were pending in 
the coal fields. Since the end of the last 
strike the coal-owners have been at work 
on various schemes of re-organisation, 
They 
realise now that the mining industry 
never can prosper until its organisation

| gressive members of the Mining Associa- 


tion are anxious to tackle the problem as 
quickly as may be. In South Wales 
a selling combine is being formed on 
the continental] model, while in the 
North of England the owners of York- 
shire, Nottingham and Derbyshire are try- 
ing to ‘‘stabilise’’ prices. The governing 
idea, apparently, is to limit output and to 
control prices in such a way as to narrow 
the existing gap between supply and de- 
mand, and to ensure to the producer a 
reasonable margin of profit on his sales. 
From the point of view of the persons en- 
gaged in the industry this scheme is 
excellent; but the public cannot be ex- 
pected to welcome any plan which will 
involve the raising of prices to the home 
consumer. The “ stabilisation’’ of prices 
merely means deliberate interference with 
economic processes. It means that, how- 
ever . supply. may, exceed. demand, the

the main causes of this condition of 
affairs is bad organisation. After all, 
Britain has certain advantages. Its 
coal, so far as quality is concerned, has 
no superior, and its main sources of 
supply are near the sea, thus giving easy 
access to foreign markets. None of its 
competitors enjoys this advantage; yet 
they all are improving their positions at 
Britain’s expense. No further time ought 
to be lost in the preparation of a national 
scheme of reorganisation. Some form of 
combine is essential in order that un- 
economic pits may be closed with the 
least possible loss to the workers, and 
that overhead charges may be reduced by 
the elimination of superfluous officials. 
The coal industry no longer can support 
so many persons as it supported before 
the advent of oil fuel. The world de- 
mand for crude coal is falling every day, 
and many thousands of men who are out 
of work at present never can hope to be 
re-employed in the pits. If this situa- 
tion is faced squarely, the way will be 
clear for a general stocktaking. Far too 
much time has been wasted in vain 
attempts to “carry on” as if nothing 
had happened since 1913, and it is be-

The Threatened Countryside. 


The Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England has received its first 
annual report. From this document it 
appears that in addition to the constituent 
organisations, forty-one societies have been 
affiliated in the great work of arresting 
the desecration of the English country- 
side. So lively a response to a movement 
launched but a few months ago reveals a 
anxiety occasioned by the 
menace of the bungalow builder, the 
squatter on cliff tops, and the hewer-down 
of woods. The report says that the in- 
vestigations already carried out have dis- 
covered the need for new legislation. A 
‘‘ town-planning ' measure is desired for 
the purpose of extending control to rural 
areas. It is intended to carry out a 
England, having 


widespread 


systematic survey of 
particular reference to those beautiful 
regions which have small agricultural 
value and stand in peril of indiscriminate 
building. The hope is that these areas 
may be acquired either wholly or in re- 
spect of certain uses, in order that they 
may be administered in the public in- 
There is no desire to put a stop 
to the building of works in beautiful 
sites. On the contrary, voluntary panels 
of architects will be formed for the pur- 
pose of giving advice to intending builders 
and local authorities. If the model 
“town-planning ” clause drafted by the 
Minister of Health, giving statutory 
powers of rejection of building schemes, 
is extended to rural districts, it will be 
possible to ensure that building shall take 
place only when architects pass the proposed 
works as calculated to enhance, rather 
than to disfigure, the landscape. In the dis- 
cussion at the annual general meeting of 
the Council, held on Tuesday, Sir Theodore 
Chambers pointed out that the evil was 
not confined to the British Isles. Popular 
continental resorts, such as the Riviera, 
the Pyrenees and the valleys of the Tyrol, 
he said, also were imperilled. Wherever 
motor transport has opened new channels 
into the countryside, the tide of concrete 
and brick has followed; and Ireland, de- 
spite her depleted population, is not im- 
mune. Some of the loveliest spots in 
County Wicklow have been invaded, and 
the verdant slopes from Cave Hill down to 
Belfast Lough have taken on a cheaply 
suburban aspect. What, probably, is the 
noblest view associated with antiquity in 
Ireland—the Rock of Cashel, with its 
crown of battlements and tall, ancient 
buildings—is disfigured by the proximity 
of dwellings that have not even the homely 
prettiness of the old-fashioned, thatched 
cottage. Ireland's danger is by no means 
so urgent as England’s. Many areas, 
however, would be preserved from eye- 
sores in the form of trashy building if 
public opinion were as much alive as it is 
in England. Thus far it cannot be said 
that the Shannon hydro-electric works 
have threatened injury to the country's 
beauty; but when the supply of cheap 
electricity calls new edifices into being 
beside Lough Derg or in Limerick’s green 
environs, it will be necessary to guard 
carefully against the vagaries oí the irre- 
sponsible builder. 


British War Films. 


The British Government has thrown its 
wgis over the making of British war films. 
On certain conditions ‘‘ approved ’’ British 
film companies may borrow personnel and 
material from the Admiralty, the War 
Council and the Air Council. One of 
these conditions is that the film-work shall 
not disturb the normal duties of the 
Services, but it does not appear, that when, 
for instance, the Navy helps to reproduce 
the Battle of the Falkland Islands the 
co-operation of its officers and men is 
entirely optional. Do they volunteer for 
a “show ” which offers a pleasant break 
in daily routine or is it a case of ‘‘ It was 
their duty, and they did?” The subject 
has been raised in the House of Commons 
by Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy, 
who declares that the Navy itself dislikes 
this form of publicity. Two objections 
are raised to the use of the Services in the 
making of war films. Many people hold 
that in recent years the world has seen 
more than enough of war, and they fear 
that the picture-houses may be employed, 
with the connivance of Governments, for 
purposes of militarist propaganda. No 
doubt, the danger exists, but it cannot be 
said that any of.the films which hitherto 
have ‘‘ featured’’ British sailors, soldiers 
and airmen have been advertisements for 
the war spirit, On the contrary, they 
have illustrated, with a vividness beyond 
any power of words, the misery of the 
trenches and the horrors of naval conflict. 
‘A more serious objection, we think, con- 


sists in the possible effect of film-work on 


| the dignity of the fighting Services. In 
America all the resources of such 
services have been put at the disposal of 
Hollywood, and we must infer that they 
have been abused grossly. We do not care 
to believe that United States battleships 
are built chiefly for the benefit of 
flirtatious young women, and that rough- 
and-tumble encounters between officers and 
able seamen are not inconsistent with 
their notions of discipline. Recently 
Hollywood produced a film which was an 
outrageous travesty on the work and 
manners of the Royal Air Force. We 
hope that no such abuses ever will be 
tolerated in England. It is better, as a 
member of Parliament said on Tuesday, 
that the British public should see British 
warships in its “ pictures” rather than 
American warships; but, if they are not 
to be exhibited with dignity and fidelity, 
they ought not to be exhibited at all. 
There are stil] a few things which must 
not; be sacrificed to the cinematograph’s 
genius for vulgarisation. 


Invention. 


How do the famous or popular characters 
of fiction come to be invented? We like 
to believe in the spontaneity of literary 
genius. The poet is sitting idly in his 
study when suddenly a great thought 
strikes along the brain, and— 

Amazed he takes his pen and writes 

Th» inevitable word, 
The novelist may be walking in his garden, 
thinking about his geraniums, when a 
character takes swift possession of his 
mind, as Minerva sprang, full-fledged, 
from the brain of Jove. In fact, these 
wonderful things happen not at all, or 
so rarely that they are almost miracles, 
Nearly always genius reveals itself as the 
faculty for taking pains. Byron said that 
“easy writing makes damned hard read- 
ing” Tennyson smoked eleven cigars 
over a single line of “Maud.” Most of 
the notable characters of fiction have been 
born as mere embryos and have been 
evolved to their fulness of stature partly 
by accident and partly by the conscientious 
and plodding toil of the author’s brain. 
In some cases a book that has become 
immortal was undertaken as hack-work or 
was written under the urgency—sometimes 
tragic, sometimes prosaic—of financial 
need. Mr. Pickwick was born in the 
first number of a series of sketches which, 
by the publisher’s order. were “ written 
round ” some sporting pictures. Johnson 
wrote “‘ Rasselas’’ in a week, goaded by 
the need of money for the expenses of his 
mother’s funeral. On the lower plane 
of fiction success comes chiefly from the 
combination of inventiveness and labour, 
with, perhaps, a soupron of luck. Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle hit a lucky vein with 
his first story of Sherlock Holmes, and 
pursued it with unrelenting industry. On 
Tuesday Mr. Cutcliffe Hyne told an 
audience at Teeds how that delightful 
swashbuckler, Captain Kettle, came into 
being. “I wanted to get married,” he 
said, ‘‘and invented him so as to buy the 
furniture.” 


VINCENT CRUMMLES IN 
LIMERICK.

A ' BARNSTORMING '. OF 


LONG AGO. 
(BY J. A. P.) 


Deciding most emphatically that the play 
was not the thing, a Limerick audience 
stopped a theatre performance on Tuesday 
night. Incidertally, those playgoers sang 
hymns, marking thereby a profound difference 
from another Limerick audience which I saw 
engaged on similar enterprise many years 
ago. 

Hogarthian vignettes were plentiful in the 
Limerick of those far-off days, and in the 
Englishtown and Irishtown—a difference in 
name utterly absurd—one stumbled at every 
step over Lever illustrations come to life. 
Somewhere on the river street opposite to 
Barrington’s Hospital two Each 
youths found the lineal descendants oí Vincent 
Crummles busy about their livelihood, and 
forthwith ventured on a dual essay—their 
first—in dramatic criticism. 

Alack! these Crummleses were in evil case: 
never could the Infant Phenomenon have 
flourished in such a barn. We took a “box” 
for sixpence, a roughly partitioned corner of 
a '' Dress Circle ” which, to all seeming, had 
been built by an amateur carpenter out of 
disused railway sleepers and similar odd 
materials. All eyes were on the aristocrats 
as we entered, including, to judge by certain 
movements of the drop cloth, those of sundry 
dlayers agitated by such unexpected fortune. 

he dress circle was but sparsely filled, being 
twopence per head, but, down below, stalis 
and pit stood in a solid mass that pressed to 
the footlights and allowed the fiddler barely 
elbow room. One penny, children half-price, 
gained the privilege of shouldering your 
neighbour down there. 

wenty years or so earlier Charles Warner 
had won fame with the English adaptation of 
L’ Assemmoir, and at this time it was con- 
tinually touring the ‘‘ smalls’’—had even 
reached the Crummleses, though the trans- 
lator, not to mention Zola, would be hard 
put to it to discover a resemblance. I 
wonder how many of that night’s audience 
were lured by the title, '' Drink.” The play- 
house was almost cheek by jowl with a 
public-house, where pewter pots were chained 
to the counter, not owing to patrons’ acquisi- 
tive habits, but because of a regrettable 
tendency to use them as arguments. 

Crummles was a great Coupeau. Never 
was there an actor, not even excepting 
Warner, who got so much out of the drunken 
scenes. His delirium tremens so far trans- 
cended anything known to the audience that 
it had a most disturbing effect upon them. 
A section of the dress circle near the stage 
considered it overdone, and conveyed this 
opinion loudly to Coupeau, leaning well over 
to ensure that their criticism reached him. 
Ignoring them as long as flesh and blood 
could stand it, he was at last compelled to 
reply, his wife and family drying their sobs 
in order to add a few pungent comments. 

Strong resentment being expressed by ‘‘ the 
floor of the House” at the action of the two- 
penny critics in holding up the performance, 
the Dress Circle united and transferred its in- 
vective from the stage to the pit. Pit, 
greatly in the majority, and more caustic of 
tongue, looked like easy winners when their 
adversaries introduced other arguments, and, 
having discovered that wood fragments could 
be torn easily from their immediate sur- 
roundings, launched portions of the theatre 
upon the heads of those tightly packed below. 

Screams of women and roars of angry 
men, a rush of feet up the stairs to the 
Circle, a stage full of Crummleses, alternately 
threatening and imploring, loud appeals to 
call the police, peacemakers intervening 
between combative men and suffering the 
usual fate of peacemakers—the real thing 
had the play ‘‘ beaten to a frazzle.’’ It 
seemed to the occupants of the Box an 
excellent moment for making an exit, and 
we stood not upon the order of our going. 

As my friend was on a local paper, and 
as both of us were badly bitten by cacoethes 
scribends, in due course a collaborative 
column appeared, fondly regarded by its 
authors as a masterpiece of light humour. 
This use was not held by Crummles when 
he called on the editor immediately. after- 
wards to demand the writer’s head, with or 
without trencher. The fearsome knife 
which he carried under his coat may have 
been the invention of our seniors, but cer- 
tain it was that the budding dramatic critics 
were chary of stirring abroad until the 
Crummleses had passed on to brighten up 
some other town.

PLANS TO RAISE MONEY 
ON ADVANTAGEOUS TERMS.

A proposal to issue premium bonds as 
a means of raising money on advantageous 
terms has been made, and Conservative 
members of the House of Commons are 
being circularised on the subject.

£2,.000,000 COTTON 
AMALGAMATION. 
MANCHESTER EXPORT 
FIRMS’ NEW ENTERPRISE. 

A dozen Manchester cotton export firms 
are contemplating a big amalgamation, 
and a public company with a capital of 
approximately £2,000,000 may be floated 
to finance the new enterprise. The largest 
of the firms concerned are engaged chiefly 
in the South American trade. 

The present scheme of amalgamation 
may have far-reaching effects on the entire 
outlook of what is known all over the 
world as the “ Manchester trade.” This 
change has been hastened by the develop- 
ment of foreign competition, and no 
industry has felt this competition more 
severely than cotton. 

The amalgamation will be a tangible 
step towards securing greater efficiency in 


‘salesmanship and the marketing of goods. 


The cotton trade has languished since. the 
war, not because the world’s demand for 
cotton goods is less, but because there are 
more people to supply the world’s needs. 
The result has been that the majority of 
Manchester houses have found their trade 
dwindling, while overhead charges have 
increased. Economies are to be effected 
by this specialisation and concentration.

Speaking at the Annual 
Meeting of the Thoroughbred Breeaers 
Association at Newmarket, he saia that 
the new system, which might result from 
the Jockey Clubs decision, would cer- 
tainly be beneficial to horse breeding, 
and also benefit agriculture, 


LORD DWABERNON LOOKS 
INTO THE FUTURE. 

Lord D’Abernon, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association at Newmarket, said :— 

“I can remember no year in 
more rapid progress has been made in the 
development of the ideas which we believe 
to be essential to the prosperity of the 
horse-breeding industry and of the Turf. 
It is somewhat the fashion to-day to be 
pessimistic with regard to the future of 


racing. 
“We are told that the receipts of the 


which 


public has gone to the dogs, and that 
racing is going with it; that the betting 
tax has alarmed and discontented the 
betting community; that the future is 
dark and gloomy. These prognostications 
seem to me exaggerated. 

“I prefer to turn my attention to the 
achievements of the last twelve months 
and to those changes of opinion which 
hold fair promise and which seem to 
presage a period of stable prosperity on 
a foundation more solid, less antiquated, 
and more logical than any which we have 
hitherto enjoyed. 


IMPORTANT DECISION. 

“Viewed from the standpoint of 
influence on the future, nothing 
exceed fhe importance of the decision of 
the Jockey Club of last month, which 
recommended in the most definite manner 
legislation permitting the establishment 
of the totalisator and the levying of 
licences en bookmakers, 

“Lord Hamilton of Dalzell’s speech at 
the Gimerack dinner is also a notable 
event. I agree so closely with his views 
that a good deal I might have said becomes 
superfluous. It is fortunate for everyone 
that at this juncture a man of such 
clearness of vision and of such excep- 
tional capacity should be in a position of 
authority. 

“Now, this Association 
adhered to the policy that it was neither 
in favour of nor against the totalisator, 
but that it was essential in the interest 
of racing and of horse-breeding that 
betting should be made to contribute 
directly to the Race Fund and to horse- 
breeding. This policy was not generally 
understood in the early years, and was 
criticised. It has now beon completely 
vindicated, since it has received endorse- 
ment from two eminent authorities—the 
Government and the Jockey Clb. 

“There are two points which T wish to 
accentuate—first, the importance to the 
agricultural interest of the new de lop- 
ment regarding betting. There can be no 
question of the close association between 
horse-breeding and agriculture. The new 
system which may result from the Jockey 
Club decision, if it is—as it generally will 
be—beneficial to horse-breeding, will also 
benefit agriculture. I desire to lay stress 
on this evident truth. |

“The second is this. While we are

A GERMAN NAVAL 
INCIDENT. 
PRUSSIAN PRINCE'S 
VISIT TO A SHIP.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The Republican Press is passing some 
sharp criticism on the Ministry of Defence 
with regard to a visit of Grand Admiral 
(retired) Prince Henry of Prussia, the sailor 
brother of the former Kaiser, to the cruiser 
Berlin shortly before her departure, at the 
beginning of this month, for a long cruise in 
foreign waters. It has taken some time for 
the news to find its way to the capital from 
Eckernforde, on the Baltic coast, north of 
Kiel, as the visit was evidently not widely 
advertised. The Minister of Defence has to 
admit to-day the accuracy of an account 
published in a local newspaper, except for 
one or two details, and the Vossische 
Zeitung compares the incident with the at- 
tendance of the former Crown Prince's son 
at Reichswehr maneeuvres, which led to the 
resignation of General Von Seeckt last year. 

The Ministry denies that the cruiser pro- 
ceeded from Kiel to Eckernforde for the 
special purpose of picking up the Prince. 
She was making a short instruction cruise 
fo» cadets. But while the Berlin lay at 
Eckernforde, near which the Prince s estate 
is situated, her commander, Captain Hans 
Kolbe, an old friend, invited the Prince to 
luncheon on board. The Ministry has not 
yet been able to ascertain from official 
sources whether, as the newspaper report 
stated, the Prince had the crew mustered and 
made a speech to them, but it seems to 
assume that he did speak, if only, perhaps, 
to a portion of the officers or ratings. It has 
ordered Captain Kolbe, who started on the 
foreign cruise on December Ist, to send an 
immediate report on the circumstances attend- 
ing Prince Henry’s visit, and the terms of 
his speech. The naval authorities at 
Eckernforde, it is added, merely reported to 
Berlin the fact of the invitation and visit.

The report of Messrs. Krupp, Essen, for the 
business year 1926-27 shows a gross profit oí 
42,750,000 marks and a net profit of 15,000,000 
marks, compared with a loss of 2,000,000 
marks Jast year. Three million marks will be 
transferred to the welfare funds of the em 
ployés, and nine millions will be set aside 
for the extension of the works. No dividend 
will be distributed. 

Of Krupp’s subsidiary companies, the 
Gruson works at Magdeburg condadiel opera- 
tions with a net profit of 800,000 marks, and 
the Germania shipyards at Kiel with a Joss 
of 60,000 marks.

WIRELESS TELEPHONY.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 
From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BATAVIA, Wednesday. 
The first successful radio telephone attempt 


for news ere from Europe to Asia 
through the Dutch Telephone Administra- 


tion was made to-day, the originators of the , 


scheme being the Press Bureau, Aneta. The 
experiment was carried out in the studio of 
the chief administrative office of posts and 
telegraphs at the Hague, the material used 
being a complete survey of world news com- 
piled from Reuter’s cables. 

The English language was chosen, in order 
that, in addition to the Dutch East Indi-s, 
the Reuter offices in Cairo, Bombay, and 
Shanghai, which had been warned before- 
hand, and which were already listening-in, 
might be able to pick up the messages witb- 
out difficulty. Radio Holland set up a re- 
ceiving apparatus at Tanjong Priok (Java), 
and in the Anata office in Batavia, and these 
were connected up by courtesy of the Dutch 
East Indies Postal Administration with the 
Dutch East Indies Radio Telegraph Station 
at Bandoeng . 

The first two sections of the transmission 
were good, and the third was really ex- 
cellent, every word being understood and 
easily picked up. Then the speaker at the 
Hague, whose voi¢e was clearly recognisable, 
aol in Dutch that the experiment, had 
come to an end after perfectly clear com- 
munication lasting nearly two hours.  Re- 
ception was, on the whole, clearer than the 
usual inter-local telephone communication 
between Surabaya and Batavia, and sounded 
just like an ordinary town telephone call. The 
speed of transmission was about sixty words 
a minute,

Lieutenant-General Sir» Arthur E. E. Hol- 
land. who had represented Northampton as a 
Conservative in the House of Commons since 
1924. died in London last night. He had been 
ill for several weeks, . He was sixty-five years 
of age. The youngest son of the late Major- 
General Arthur Butcher, of Danesfort, County 
Kerry, he assumed the name of Holland by 
deed poll in 1900. aes 

He was educated at the Roval Military 
Academv, Woolwich, and joined the Royal 
Artillery in 1880. He served in the Burmah 
Campaign and in South Africa, and in the 
creat war commanded the Artillery 8th Divi- 
sion (1914-1915), tbe Artillery,, órd Army 
(1916), and the Ist Army Corps (1917-1918). 
At one time he was ‘ ‘ommandant to the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich. He was made 
a K.C.B. in 1918 and a K.C.M.G. the follow- 
ing year. His D.S.0. was won in 1900, dur- 
ing the South African War, and the M.V.O. 
was awarded in 1905. 

Sir Arthur entered Parliament at the 1924 
general election, and defeated Miss Margaret 
Jondfield, the Labour member, in a close 
contest at Northampton. His majority over 
her was ‘only 971. The figures were :—Sir 
Arthur Holland (C:), 16,017; Miss Margaret 
Bondfield (Lab.), 15,046; J. Manfield (Lib.), 
9.436. The population was 90,923, and the 
electorate 46,543.

In his annual report on United States 
finances, Mr. Andrew Mellon opens with a 
general survey of business conditions in the 
United States and abroad during the war. 

A large volume of business, he says, Was 
done simultaneously with declining commodity 
prices. 

High wages due to increased. average pro- 
ductivity per worker, ‘and lower cost of living 
due to declining prices, resulted in a sustained 
purchasing power for a large variety of con- 
sumers’ commodities. 

Motor car production continued at a pace 
somewhat lower than in the previous year, 
and dangers of a serious slump have been 
lessened, as demands ior repiacenient are 
now sufficient to absorb half of the year's 
output. Competition became more intense 
during the year, and the largest profits were 
made by those concerns capable. of introduc- 
ing economies or capturing the market by the 
adaptation of their products to demand. 

Charges for the use of fixed’ capital were 
reduced both on industrial and Government 
securities and on farm loans, Banks in the 
United States increased their loans and in- 
vestments by about two milliard dollars at 
the same time that they reduced somewhat 
their dependence on the“ Federal Reserve 
system, due mainly to gold imports and a 
decline in requirements for currency. 

COST OF THE WAR. 

An interesting paragraph is devoted to the 
cost of the war to the United States. Revised 
estimates show, it says, that the total esti- 
mate of 24 milliard dollars in the’report for 
the fiscal year ended June J0th, 1920, was 
materially below the actual figure, and it 1s 
now ‘computed that, having regard to ap- 
proximations necessary in Gérmany’s pay- 
ments to the United States, the total net cost 
was over 35 milliard dollars. 

Dealing with gold movements, the report 
says that since the autumn of 1924, when 
the Dawes Plan came into effect, and Great 
tritain and other European countries were 
preparing to_return to a gold basis and were 
in a position to use gold, there has been uo 
net movement cf gold, either to or from 
the United States, when account is taken oi 
charges in goid held under ear mark.

At the meeting of the Dundalk Harbour 
Board, the Chairman (Mr. William 'Twibill) 
reported that during the past week a repre- | 
sentative of a London firm had been in the 
town inquiring for a suitable site near the 
river on which to erect a carbide factory on 
behalf of Swedish owners. The firm sought a 
twenty-acre site, and they hoped. to be able 
to employ six hundred hands. The repre- 
sentative was greatly impressed with a site 
on the Embankment, portion of which 
belonged to the. Harbour Board and the 
remainder to the Great Northern Railway 
Company, and he had written to the latter 
company asking if they were prepared to 
lease their portion. Of course, the factory 
would be a great thing for Dundalk at the 
resent time, and he was certain that the 
Board would do everything that they could 
to help forward the project. 

Mr. Williams said that the representative 
had been greatly impressed with the facilities 
available along the river front at Dundalk, 
and had suggested a site which would make 
the loading and discharging of vessels an easy 
matter. He considered that the site-suggested 
was far better than those that he had seen 
elsewhere. When it had been suggested that 
the firm might occupy the distillery, the 
representative pointed out that it would be 
unsuitable, as they did not want to have the 
factory erected in the heart of the town.

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NEED OF NATIONAL BREEDERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

A meeting to consider the direct marketing 
of pigs in England was’ held in Athlone 
yesterday, when Mr. P. McKenna, ex-T.D., 
stressed the necessity for farmers and pig- 
breeders to compete with foreign countries 
in capturing the English market. 

Mr. McKenna said that direct marketing 
of pigs had been taken tp in Dublin, Wex- 
ford, Cavan, Longford, Cork and Fermanayh. 
The new venture was a great &ucc€ss 
) Cavan. Athlone, like a 
good many other towns, was not equipped 
with a public abattoir. This. was the great 
drawback against the development of the pig 
industry, The Irish farmers lost their market 
before on % unt of the bad -condition in 
which their pigs were marketed. 

“ We marketed our pigs in a filthy con- 
dition,” said Mr. McKenna. The railway 
and sea freights were so exorbitant that 
they were not able to stand up against com 
petition. 

DANISH COMPETITION. 

Since the Dutchman had decided to cure 
pigs the English market was being. rushed. 
Denmark was killing at an average of from 
50.000 to 90,00 pigs every week, while Ire- 
land only killed from 18,000 to 20,000. The 
increased pig production in the other markets 
accounted for the low prices at present pre- 
vailing in Ireland. 

He remarked that it cost £2 17s. 6d. to 
market a pig from Copenhagen .to Manches- 
ter, via Hull, while it cost £3 12s. to market 
a pig from Tralee to Manchester. ‘The Danish 
farmer had also the advantage over the Irish 
farmer of the rate of exchange.

Sir Arthur Dorman, in moving the adoption 
of the directors’ report and the accounts for 
the year to September 30th, 1927, said :— 

The issued capital of the company re- 
mains as before, but the amount outstanding 
of the 54 per cent.

Trading debts due by the company have 
been increased by £572,000, but, on the other 
side, debts due to the company have in- 
creased £521,000. It will be remembered 
that at the date of the last balance sheet the 
trading operations of the company had practi- 
eally come to a standstill owing to the 
stoppage in the coal trade. The increase, 
therefore, in the debtor and creditor amounts 
is due to the increased volume of trade now 
being carried on. I may mention that both 
these figures show an increase over those of 
1925. 

In this year’s balance sheet the amount due 
to our bankers has been divided in order to 
separate the bridge accounts from the general 
account of the company.

From this you will see that there is only 
one important change in the balance sheet, 
namely, the separation of the overdraft due 
to our bankers on bridge building contracts 
from our general account.

During the year we have carried out or 
have secured orders for ccustructional work 
of considemble tonnage in China, Ceylon, 
New Zealand, and Burma, in addition to the 
bridge contracts upon which we are engaed 
in the Sudan, Egypt, and Portuguese East 
Africa. We may justly claim that we have 
left no stone unturned in our endeavour ‘to 
secure a fair share of the world’s business. 

As regards India, we have found it neces- 
eary, in view of the increased importance of 
having direct representation in that country, 
to set up a branch organisation of our own. 
We have accordingly sent out a capable 
manager to open a branch office in Calcutta, 
and we ote before long that that office will 
be established as firmly as our branch offices 
in other parts of our Overseas Dominions. 

At one time we looked to the partnership 
of Messrs Braithwaite and Co., Engineers, 
Ltd., to afford a suitable representation, but 
now that partnership is terminated, it has be- 
come necessary to take the other steps I have 
referred to. 1 may remind you that when we 
became partners with Messrs. Braithwaite we 
did so with the primary object of securing an 
important pipe line contract intended for the 
purpose of providing a water supply for 
Bombay. 

When the partnership terminated, the 
guarantee which Dorman Long and Co. were 
called upon to give for its’ due completion, 
remained in force. The contract is now com 
pleted, and the period of this guarantee is 
reaching its end, and I am glad to say no 
call has been made upon us in connection 
with it. 

It was my intention to have proceeded to 
India to examine the situation myself, but, 
acting upon medical advice, I have been com- 
pelled to forego this visit and to ask my 
eldest son, Charles Dorman, to take my place. 
Instead of making this Indian trip, I have 
decided to pay a short visit to South Africa, 
where our interests are growing steadily. In 
particular, I want to see ihe new works 
which Messrs, Wade and Dorman are estab- 
lishing in Cape Town, 


SYDNEY BRIDGE. 


The Sydney Harbour bridge contract is 
progressing well, but we have been. delayed 
by the effects of last year’s industrial up- 
heaval in this country, and also by the 
frequent labour disputes which have taken 
place in Australia. While we are protected 
hy the terms of the contract in respect of 
increased wages, it is nevertheless annoying 
that we have been held up in this manner. 

Our director, Mr. Ennis, who is in direct 
charge of this contract in Australia, paid a 
visit to this country during the past summer 
and cleared up the many technical points 
which required the personal attention of him- 
self and our consulting engineers.

WARNING TO GOVERNMENT. 


While internal prosperity is a thing 
eminently to be desired, this country, which 
is essentially a manufacturing and exporting 
country, cannot afford a level of internal 
prosperity which threatens seriously to inter- 
fere with its export trade. Unless the ex- 
porting trades are prosperous, it is only a 
matter of time before the present artificial 
internal prosperity of the country must come 
to an end. There are remedies of which the 
Government are well aware and I hope they 
will apply them. 

I do not think that people. generally realise 
the struggle that has been going on in the 
iron and steel trade to maintain its position 
nor the extent. to which that struggle has been 
successful. We have many critics; we are 
advised to group ourselves; to amalgamate ; 
to adopt rationalisation, whatever that may 
be, and to follow all the so-called methods 
for raising and stabilising prices. 

All the time our critics overlook the fact 
that we have been fighting against low Conti- 
nental prices and that our constant battle 
has been to reduce prices and not to raise 
them. 

Now that there is some relief in sight, 
partly through changing conditions on the 
Continent, but iargely through our own efforts, 
it is disheartening to find no assistance forth- 
coming in the shape of reduced internal 
charges. Sooner or later there must be an 
adjustment between the conditions of life of 
the competitive and non-competitive sections 
of the country’s industries. When that time 
comes it will be found that few have done 
as much as the iron and steel trade to get 
back to pre-war level. 

As for ourselves, it is early yet to forecast 
the present year’s business. Our order books 
are fairly full, and I think I can say there 
Is a general improvement in trade. The 
margin between selling prices and cost of 
production is still low, and unless we can 
increase it I would not like to be 
too optimistic as to the future. 

All I can say is that we are doing all we 
can to reduce the cost of production without 
reducing our efficiency. I am glad to say 
the results already obtained in this direction 
promise well for the future. 

A great deal has been heard recently about 
amalgamations and the benefits which will 
accrue to the Lron and Steel Trade if it 
embarks upon wholesale schemes of fusion cr 
grouping. I do rot deny for a moment that 
economies can be effected and competition 
reduced by such steps, but it would be idle 
to expect an immediate result in so far as 
foreign competition is concerned, when our 
production cost is kept at its present level 
by the causes to which I have already re- 
ferred. : 

Your Board nevertheless are giving the 
subject their constant attention, and you may 
be assured that if they see the possibility of 
entering into arrangements which in their 
oninion will conduce towards the success of 
your undertaking, no opportunity will be 
ost.

STATEMENT BY CHAIRMAN OF 
IRISH SHAREHOLDERS. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

GALWAY, Wednesday. 

In an interview this evening in regard to 
the circular sent out by Mr. C. G. Nordon, 
of London. to the Marconi shareholders, Dr. 
Seamus O’ Beirne, of Galway, the chairman of 
the Irish Shareholders’ Association, said that 
he had just four points to make, and it was 
in the best interests not merely of the Irish 
shareholders, but cf shareholders as a whole, 
that they should be plainly stated and under- 
stood. 

In the first place, he strongly advised all 
Marconi shareholders to pay no attention 
whatsoever to Mr. Nordon’s circular, and not 
to sign any of the documents submitted by 
that gentleman. Secondly, Dr. O’Beirne said 
that he wanted to point out that this was the 
third time that Mr. Nordon had come for- 
ward. His first proposals were defeated by 
the shareholders by a majority. Revently he 
brought his case to the Courts before Mr. 
Justice Eve, who, after hearing all, decided 
in favour of the company. 

At that hearing the Irish Association sub- 
mitted an affidavit in favour of the Board of 
directors. Mr. Nordon had an opportunity 
of cross-examining on the aftidavit, but he 
did not do ao. 

Thirdly, Mr. Nordon states that Mr. 
Kelleway succeeded in dividing the English 
and Irish Assoctations on political grounds. 


This is utterly. absurd. 

Fourthly, said Dr. O’Beirne, Mr. Nordon 
is naturally irritated with the Irish share- 
holders. He talked about the Irish repre- 
sentatives on the Board of Agreement. They 
had three Irishmen on that Board, and they 
made no apology for the fact, because they 
were entitled to more, inasmuch as they held 
one-third of the capital, which had made the 
position of the Marconi Company 
possible. The three Irish representatives were 
Major Lefroy, Dr. O’Malley and Lorcan 
Sherlock, LL.D., who were prepared to tender 
their resignation at any time if they thought 
the interests of the shareholders were being 
neglected 

Dr. O' Beirne added that he did not want to 
express any opinion on the value of the 
Marconi shares, but it was well known that 
the action of the Irish Association had been 
the means of saving the Marconi Company,
